er Stocks in Farmers’ Hands 

Of the grain cfOps othér than wheat 
the proportions of the previous year s 
production estimated to hein farm- 
ers’, hands on March 31 are smaller 
than in any former year on record. 
Vats show a balance of 85,843,000 
bushels, or 27 per cent,; parley,. 7,- 
430,000 bushels, or 2018 per cent.; rye 


343,700 Dushels, or 17 per cent: ; buck- 


wheat, 1,792,500 bushels .or 212. per 
cent.;. corn, for *husking, 2,928,000 
bushels, or 21 per Cent.. and flaxseed ~ 
740,700 bushels, or 10 per cent. 


Of potatoes which gave the excel- 
lent yield last year of 85,672,000 bush- 
els, 37.7 per cent., or 32,310,000 bush- 
els, were in farmers’ hands March 31, 
this proportion being larger than. in 
any of.the last five years, exceptin::

Saskatchewan, “unfor- 
tunately, is not as well favored as 
Manitoba or Alberta, but, lying as she 
does between the two, is able to se- 
cure power from her neighboring pro- 
vinces, and undoutedly will utilize to 
the fullest possible extent the use of 
electrical energy in the development 
of her industries, Canada is not going 
to be left behind in the race for in- 
dustrial. supremacy, and if we have 
not sufficient coal to keep our fac- 
tories going, we will utilize the water 
powers with which nature has furnish-

License. Ordinance, us PSA al covers 
not only the sale of Havor ut eyery 
art of the hotel. An hotelkeeper holds 
is license conditionally on his adherance 
to the law and he must comply with the 
instructions of the license department 
in regard to the conduct of his house 
in every part thereof. If a guest in a 
hotel “is dissatisfied with his food, ac- 
commodation, service, sanitary arrange- 
ments or safety of that house he can lay 
an information with the License De- 
partment, His complaint will be investi- 
gated, and if proved, the hotelkeeper 
will be campelied to comply with the law. 
If this supervision is necessary in the 
public interest under existing conditions, 
why should it not be equally necessary 
under the operations of prohibition? ‘The 
circumstances in so far as the publie is 
concerned, remain the same, the only 
change in the situation being that the 
powers previously vested in the License 
Department are no_longer.in existence: 
Who will. protect the public in such a 
case? Are the promoters of prohibition 
prepared to take up this matter of the 
continuance of hotels and to. undertake 
a proper measure of responsibility for 
it? If not, how do they propose to safe- 
guard the interests of the public in 
regard to this important matter? 

The fact that the license is granted, 
not solely for the privifege of retailing 
liquor, but securing the carrying on. of 
an hotel in all. its parts, means that 
either the promoters of prohibition. are 
ignorant of the consequences of their 
actions or they do not séruple to deliber- 
ately mislead the people in regard to 
this matter, In either case it is in- 
cumbent upon them to come out with 
a plain statement of their policy with 
respect to hotels. There is no getting 
away from the fact that hotels are re- 
quired providing as high a standard of 
accom ation, service and equipment 
as will supply the needs of the com- 
munity both resident and transient. 
Without proper hotels business is im- 
peded, and the whole community put to 
no little inconvenience. 

In considering: this matter, of prohibi-
